"It l« a cooct many yenrs ago," snld 


a white haired,1 wrinkled faced raon, 
"ttaut I WUH an overseer on a Houthern 
plaiitntlon. The overseer at slaves has 
BO often been pictured DH a monHter, 
especially In the character of Legroe in 
'Uncle Tora'a Cabiu,' thiit I hnve_HnI- 
clom admitted that I ever held fiuch a. 
position. The truth )H, 1 wnn born and 
brtniKht up In the Houth under the sys- 
tem of slavery, and to me It watt a 
matter of course. 
Tlio planter for 


whom I worked Was us kindly u. man 
us ever lived. Our method of punlsh- 
mcnt I think now and thought then 
was faulty, but we must remember 
that In those diiyu flogging wa« com- 
mon In the schools arid In many fam- 
ilies where parents whipped their chil- 
dren. 
"Onn day ft strong, lusty negro became 


Insubordinate and refused to work. I 
ordered him Housed. After Ills punish- 
ment lie said to me, 'I'll get even wjth 
you Cor thin,' ami the look he gave me 
at tin; name time convinced me that he 
would bo IIM good as his word. Many 
overseers would have had him (logged 
again and again and then been ready 
to shoot him at the slightest provoca- 
tion. On tho contrary, I treated him 
more Iclndly than ever, though not let- 
ting him ao« that I attached any Im- 
portance to words uttered under great 
humiliation. 
••Pete—that was the negro's name- 


tried at various times to kill me, 
though Indirectly. One night I found 
on turning down my bedclothes a poi- 
sonous mm Ice between tho sheets. It 
had doubtless been placed nt tho foot 
of tho bed, but bad not remained there. 
I suspected Pete of the work, aud the 
next morning, coming upon him sud- 
denly, he was unable to conceal his 
feelings at seeing me, knowing that 
his plan had fulled. At another time 
he placed a huge stone over my door 
so that the door's opening would dis- 
lodge too stone. I was struck on the 
shoulder, which was dislocated, and I 
wan laid up for weeks. Several other 
attempts were made to kill me In some 
such fashion, but nono o£ them could 
I trace to Pete, though' I felt fairly 
sure ho had laid the traps. At last I 
grew so wary that I was always on 
tlio watch, and it would have been 
very dllllcult Cor him to catch me. 
However, after I had discovered a 
train of gunpowder luld under my bed 
I told Pete that I understood his pur- 
pone and upon another attempt would 
reveal IMS doings to his master, have 
him arrested, and I did not think It 
would take any court long to send him 
to prison for a good many years to 
come. I admit this long suffering was 
not usual (o the overseers oC the uoutli. 
The truth is that when I had seen Peto 
(logged It occurred to me that If I were 
In his place I should probably seek re- 
venge. Yet no revenge Wlvs open to 
tho slave that would not react ou him. 


"Meanwhile Pete, who was married, 


had a son born to him, a bright, -woolly 
headed little pickaninny, who wound 
himself about Pete's revengeful heart. 
The child made a great change In his 
father lu his relations to all sure me. 
Though I didn't catch Pete lu any 
overt acts toward me after this son's 
coining, I felt, that he hated me more 
than ever. 
Besides, his muster re- 


marked to me that Pute had shown 
nigus of sulklness and Insubordination 
toward him. 
"Then the master was taken ill and 


died. Wheu bis estate was settled it 
•was found to be Insolvent. Most of 
the negroes were sold at auction, Pete 
uml his wife and child among the num- 
ber. When it was announced that he 
iui'l his family were liable to separa- 
tion Pete became the most desperate 
looking man I ever saw. IIo brooded 
till It seemed as If he would lose his 
reason. 
When the sale came ou, the 


auctioneer, Calling to get a bid Cor the 
three lu one lot, began the sale of Pete 
Individually, Intending to follow with 
his wife and child, together If possible, 
If not, separately. 
"Pete, having a bad reputation, did 


not attract bids aud was about to be 
knocked down to a negro trader when 
I stepped in and began to bid for him. 
It was curious to note his expression 
when he saw what I was about. Ho 
apparently supposed that I was trying 
to buy him for tho purpose oC .reveng- 
ing myself'upon him, and when he waa 
knocked down to me gave me a look 
whluh meant plainly, 'Well, we shall 
see who lives longest' .But .whcu I 
began to bid for his wife and child he 
was puzzled. He had evidently thought 
I had intended to separate them. 
I 


-was obliged to bid high, but I secured 
the two, and then Pete gave me an- 
other look, tills time of relief mingled 
with bewilderment. 
' 
. . 
" 'Pete,' I sajd when the sale .was 


over, 'I have leased a small plantation, 
and you and your wife and family are 
my flrst hands to stock it.' 


"Not long after that the war came on, 


and I was obliged to leave my planta- 
tion to fight for—well, a system I didn't 
like. 
I placed everything in Pete's 


hands. 'Tho Yankees came down,. and 
most of the haiids left, but Pete and 
Ills wife and pickaninny stayed on. The 
fences were burned for carnpfires, but 
Pete rebuilt them. The outhouses were 
torn down, but Pete gathered the-frag- 
itierits and put them together, again. 
Then came the end. of the..wtir, with 
the abolition of, slavery. 
But Pete 


•svotrld have none of it. He worked for 
me till the day of nJs death under the 
•old system and charged .his wife and 
child not to leave me so long as I. lived. 
The wife has gone to .join him long 
ago, but the pickaninny—-well,-I edu- 
cated the pickaninny, and lie knows 
the value of freedom as his father never 
could have known It."

Apple Poiimce For COWN. 


Experiments by the Vermont station 


show apple pomace a good ration for 
cows 'and greedily eaten by them— in 
fact, to be quite equivalent in feeding 
value to corn silage when used as u 
partial substitute for that material. 
Both the Vermont and .Massachusetts 
stations have fed from.- twenty-five to 
thirty-five pounds a day per cow with 
entire satisfaction and continuously for 
flvu months, the milk now being main-. 
taincd. remarkably' well. Assuming that 
flie pomace costs the farmer -a. dollar n 
ton, the Vermont station found apple 
pomace silage equally as good as corn 
silage. It is suggested to avoid putting 
animals on full feed at once,. but rather 
to accustom them to it gradually.

The original White House stable wns 


located about sixty yards south of the 
White House, hi which are uow tlio 
private grounds of the executive man-. 
slon. and WHS tlio first thing destroyed 
when the British captured the \\Mte 
House during the war of 1312. Presi- 
dents Monroe and Adams kept their 
horses at u livery stable, and when 
General Jackson came to tlie White 
House he had n stable built at a point 
some distance from tho presidential 
mansion. This stable was also used for 
a time by President Van Burcu, but 
later he boarded his horses at a livery 
stable. 
President Pierce kept his horses in n 


stable which was erected in the Wliite 
House grounds nt a point comparative- 
ly but a short distance from the man- 
sion itself. When President Buchanan 
came to the White House he had tlio 
stable enlarged, and it was again en- 
larged for President Lincoln, who kept 
a large number of horses. President 
Johnson also made use of.this stable 
for his horses and carriages. Up to 
Lincoln's time there was uo water in 
the stable, save- the limited' supply 
obtained from a small well, and It was 
custoniiiry to take the White House 
horses to the Potomac river, fully half 
a mile distant, In order that, they might 
bo watered, and frequently the White 
House curl-luges were taken thither to 
be washed.—Outdoor Sport. 


BARN MANURE.

There are still extensive 'regions .in 


the United States .where bora manure 
Is considered a fniim nuisance. In n 
county in Oregon the nelgklwr is wel- 
come to haul away this manure, aid 
that neighbor Is likely to be a thrifty 
German with a large garden. In otHer 
Oregon counties the manure is burned. 
In a California county the manure is 
dumped into the ravines. It goes to 
the creek in Oklahoma. It is hauled to 
u hole In the ground or put ou one 
«|de of the Ueld In Kansas. South Da- 
kota farmers burn it to be rid of it arid 
sometimes -bum it for fuel. 
In .North 


Dakota farmers haul barn manure to 
piles aud leave it there until It disnp- 
nciirH 
Farmers In Missouri deposit it 


by the roadside, and iu Idaho scrapers 
are used, and It is "often seen piled up 
us high as a barn." 
In many counties between the Missis- 


sippi river and the PuciUc ocean farm- 
ers not only find bnrn inn mire a nul 
sunce 
but 
they have u grievance 


agalimt It, claiming In South Dakota 
tint it produces dog fennel, elsewhere 
that it produces other weeds niid in 
various counties that it has such an 
effect of "poisoning" the soil Unit farm- 
ers are afraid of it. The owner of n 
lnr"o California wheat ranch required 
a tenant last yenr to spreud the burn 
manure of the ranch upon the wheat 
laud, but the tenant, after doing so, 
set lire to the slubble and burned the 
manure. 
lu semlurld regions briru manure 


needs to be used cautiously on uulrr - 
gated land. In the wheat lands of Cali- 
fornia it is more or less visible for four 
or live years after its application to 
tho land. Tbe practice -of 200 years 
ago survives in some parts of the 
south- cattle are penned upon the Inmi 
to increase its fertility, and the pen is 
shifted us the owner desires. 
In a large portion of tho north cen- 


tral states burn manure is removed to 
prevent accumulation and deposited up- 
on the fields throughout the winter to 
be plowed underpin the spring. In the 
cast it Is allowed to accumulate until 
spring, when It Is deposited upon, the 
land just before plowing. The use o£ 
Oils fertilizer for top dressing grass 
land is very common throughout the 
principal portion ot the United States 
wherever it is used In considerable 
quantities. 
Bnrn mnuure Is more generally ap- 


plied to corn than to any other crop, 
although a liberal application of It is 
made to tobacco, potatoes and vegeta- 
bles Commercinl fertilizer Is liberally 
used In cotton production, in the more 
intensive agriculture o£ fruit and vege- 
table raising nnd in growing small 
grains, to which it is applied with n 
seedor at time of seeding. 
The use of barn manure is greatest in 


tho east, while commercial fertilizers 
have the greatest use In the cotton belt 
The use of any kind of barn or com- 
mercial fertilizer Is more. and more 
sporadic westward from Indiana, and 
commercial fertilizer is hardly any- 
where seen west of the Mississippi riv- 
er except on vegetable and fruit farms.

panying Illustration I use in survcyiug 
irrigation ditches on my ranch, says an 
Orange .Tudd Farmer correspondent. It 
Is very simple nnd accurate, and first 
class work can be done with It. It is 
made of a long piece of 1 by 4 inch 
board, 16 foot long, with a straight 
edge. On one end nnll a leg 1 by 4 by 
24 inches long flush with the top. On 
the other end imil a similar piece three- 
eighths of an inch longer than the oth-

er. This makes a good grade. ' In the 
middle of the. long piece nail on either, 
side short pieces so as to hold a com- 
mon carpenter's level. Place the short 
leg on the starting point of the ditch, 
and move the other end until the bub- 
ble is levci. In this way you will have 
n ditch with a three-eighths inch grade 
to the rod. Continue -this throughout 
the entire length of the ditch.
